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A  ROMANCE  OF  TOE  MAYFLOWER

John  Howland  and  Elizabeth  Tilley,  daughter  of  John  Tilloy,  pnosongor3  on  board 
tho  Mayflower,  who  with  other  wayfarors  in  1620,  aailod  for  Amorica,  tho  Pilgrims 
founding  Plymouth  Colony,  the  first  permanent  settlement  in  New  England.  They  were 
married  December  26,  1620,  their  romantic  vonture  resulting  in  the  first  generation, 
long  life,  and  numerous  posterity  springing  forth  from  the  Mayflower. 


Desire  Howland,  their  daughter  and  grand-daughter  of  John  Tilley  and  Bridget 
(Van  do  Volde)Tilloy  who  was  among  the  first  born  at  Plymouth  Colony,  1623  (died 
October  13,  1683  at  Barnstable,  Mass.)  was  married  in  161*3  to  Captain  John  Gorham 
who  emigrated  here  from  Benefield,  Northamptonshire,  England  in  1635.  To  this 
happy  couple  were  born  eleven  children,  six  girls  and  five  boys,  this  establishing 
the  second  and  third  generations  of  Mayflower  descendants:

Shubael,  the  last  and  11th  child  born  of  this  renowned  couple  of  Desire  How¬ 
land  and  Captain  John  Gorham  and  his  wife  Puella  Hussey,  set  up  the  Mayflower  line 
for  Louisa  Annabel  Parsons  Little,  the  9th  generation,  here  under  review;  but  the 
genealogy  of  Captain  John  Gorham  may  be  traced  to  1120  A.D.  as  indicated  herewith. 


JOHN  HOWLAND.  "He  was  a  godly  man,  an  ancient  professor  in  the  ways  of  Christ, 
one  of  the  first  comers  into  this  land,  the  last  man  that  was  left  of  those  that 
came  over  in  the  ship  called  the  Mayflower,  that  lived  in  Plymouth."  He  was  a 
Deputy  in  161*1,  *U5,  *1*8,  »6l,  '63,  *66,  '67,  '70;  assistant  in  I63U,  and  '35;  a 
soldier  in  the  Plymouth  Military  Company  in  161*3;  a  surveyor,  he  laid  out  the 
streets  of  Plymouth,  one  of  which  bears  his  name.  He  died  February  23,  1673,  aged 
80  years.  His  widow,  Elizabeth,  died  December  21,  1607,  also  80.  On  Plymouth  rock: 
"The  bones  of  the  Pilgrims  found  at  various  times  in  and  near  this  enclosure  and 
preserved  for  many  years  in  the  canopy  over  the  Rock,  were  returned  at  the  time  o 
the  tri-centenial  Celebration,  and  are  deposited  within  this  monument  erected  by  the 
General  Society  of  the  Mayflower  in  1921,  which  monument  marks  the  first  burying 
ground  in  Plymouth  of  the  passengers  of  the  Mayflower,  where  under  cover  of  dark- 
ness,  the  fast  dwindling  company  laid  their  dead,  leveling  tho  oarth  above  them  lost 
the  Indians  should  learn  how  many  wero  the  graves."  "History  records  no  nobler 
venture  for  Earth  and  Freedom,  than  that  of  this  Pilgrim  Bank".  John  Tilley  and  his 
wife  both  died  the  first  winter 1

Captain  John  Gorham,  son  of  Ralph  Gorham,  Boncfiold,  Northamptonshire,  Enplane!, 
who  married  Desire  Howland  in  161*3,  was  a  doscendant,  of  a  long  line  of  0orham3, 
some  of  whose  ancestry  word  members  of  the  English  aristocracy  emigrating  from  France 
11^0  A.D.  to  England.  He  was  appointed  Captain  of  the  Second  Company  of  the  Plymouth 
Forces  in  the  King  Philips  war,  died  from  tho  ill  ef foots  of  exposure  in  the  swamp 
fight,  and  wa3  buried  at  Swansey,  Mass.,  2/5/1675/6.  In  161*6,  ho  removed  from  Ply¬ 
mouth  to  Marshfield  where  in  161*0,  ho  wa3  choson  Constable,  removing  to  Yarmouth  in 
16^2,  from  whence  he  was  appointed  Deputy  to  the  Plymouth  Colony  Court  in  1653,  awd 
in  165U,  town  surveyor  of  roads.  He  was  a  Selectman  of  Barnstable  in  1673  and  l67u; 
was  appointed  Lieutenant  of  Plymouth  Force  1673  in  the  Dutch  war,  and  captain  of  the 
2nd  Company  October  I*,  1675*  ^ 

A  farmer  and  tanner,  he  owned  a  mill.  After  his  death,  the  widow,  Desire,  con¬ 
tinued  to  live  at  Yarmouth,  although  she  died  at  the  house  of  her  3on  in  Barnstable, 
her  estate  being  settled  3/5/168U.  In  1669,  in  consideration  of  the  good  services 
performed  by  Captain  John  Gorham,  the  Plymouth  Court  granted  him  100  acres  of  land 
at  Papasquash  Neck,  and  in  1677  confirmed  the  grant  to  his  heirs  forever.  A  similar 
grant  of  land  in  Gorham,  Maine,  also  was  participated  in  by  his  heirs. 

An  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Captain  John  Gorham,  tanner,  late  decoased,  was 
exhibited  to  the  Court  held  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  3/7/1675,  on  the  oath  of  the  widow 
Desire  Gorham,  James  Gorham  and  John  Gorham,  Jr.,  in  which  instrument  are  mentioned 
the  widow,  Desire,  sons  James,  John,  Joseph,  Jabez,  Subael;  and  daughters  Mercy, 
Lydia  and  Hannah.  Captain  John  Gorham  left  a  considerable  estate  consisting  of  a 
tannery  with  Mill,  two  dwelling  houses,  extensive  lands,  etc.  Letters  of  adminis¬ 
tration  were  granted  to  the  widow  and  sons  James  and  John,  Jr.,  the  same  day. 

THE  WILL  OF  ELIZABETH  TILLEY  HCWLAND,  mother  of  Desire,  is  dated  at  Swansea, 
Mass.,  December  17,  1686. 

REFERENCE  IS  MADE  TO  the  blue  print  Genealogical  Chart  compiled  between  i860 
and  1906  by  Frederick  Wood  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  now  owned  bv  Sidney  S.  Gorham,  Jr. 
of  the  law  firm  of  Miller,  Gorham,  Wescott  &  Adams,  Chicago,  Illinois.  Two  photo¬ 
static  copies  have  been  printed,  one  being  filed  with  the  Indiana  State  Library  and 
one  in  the  library  of  the  late  Minnie  Little  Trotter,  beloved  wife  of  the  author 
Wallace  D.  Trotter.  Towit:  Ralph  Gorham,  1575-161*3,  father  of  Captain  John  Gorham, 
was  son  of  James  Gorham,  1550-1576,  who  was  son  of  John  Gorham,  1500-1588,  who 
lived  at  Clapthorne,  England.  Trace  is  here  lost  for  a  period  of  200  years,  but 
earlier  than  1332  it  is  as  follows:  Ralph  de  Gorram  who  lived  at  La  Tanniere  on  the 
Maine,  on  the  borders  of  Brittany,  France,  had  three  sons,  Geoffrey  de  Gorram, 
William  and  Henry.  Geoffrey  migrating  to  England  about  1150,  was  Abbot  of  St  Albans 
in  1120.  William  was  the  father  of  Robert,  the  Abbot  of  St  Albans  1151-1156,  /ahil, 
Ralph  and  Geoffrey  2nd,  who  was  father  of  Sir  Henry,  Lord  of  Westwick.  Sir  Henrv 
was  the  father  of  Sir  William,  the  1st,  who  died  about  the  year  1230.  Sir  William 
the  1st  married  Ceilia  Sanford,  governess  of  Johanna,  sister  of  Henry  the  3rd.,  who 
died  1251.  They  were  the  parents  of  Sir  William  2nd,  who  was  the  father  of  Sir 
Hugh  de  Gorram,  1250-1325,  Lord  of  Churchfield  in  Northamptonshire,  England,  who 
married  Margory,  daughter  of  Sir  William  L'Angovino,  died  1331.  They  had  sons 
William  3rd,  Nicholas  and  Thomas.  Sir  William  3rd,  Lord  of  Churchfiold,  sold  Ills 
inheritance  in  1332,  the  family  line  being  lost  down  to  the  time  of  John  Gorham  ol 
Claphorne,  England,  who  died  1588.  (Clapthorne,  Benefield  and  Churchfield  are  ^ th¬ 
in  a  mile  of  each  other  in  Northamptonshire.  Said  John,  above,  was  the  father  of 
James  Gorham,  1550-1576,  who  married  Agnes  Barrington  in  1572,  and  were  the  parents 
of  Ralph  Gorham,  1575-16U3,  Benefield,  England,  the  father  of  Captain  John  Gorham 
who  in  16U3  married  Desire  Howland  of  Plymouth  Colony.

#  It  was  the  firm  belief  of  "Our  Minnie"  that  Mary  Barnard  who  named  her  first 
child  Benjamin  Franklin,  was  closely  related  to  him  which  might  be  an  established 
fact  by  a  study  of  Mary  Barnard’s  family. 

—  Nelson  Yancy  who  married  the  daughter  of  Chief  Joseph  of  the  Cherokee  Tribe 
who  sold  Manhattan  Island  to  the  Dutch  for  a  song  or  less,  who  called  the  Island 
New  Amsterdam,  had  two  sons,  Oliver  and  Adrian.  His  wife  died  at  the  age  of  66, 
8/U/1893,  and  is  buried  in  a  country  cemetery  north  of  Plainfield  on  the  Avon  road 
and  south  of  Avon.  Her  photograph  is  in  possession  of  her  granddaughter  Leoti 
Hughes,  daughter  of  Oliver.  Copies  have  been  made,  one  being  in  Minnie’s  library 
and  one  in  the  Indiana  State  Library.  She  has  numerous  descendants  living  in  Hen¬ 
dricks  County,  including  Ralph  Parsons,  County  Auditor;  all  are  proud  of  their 
Indian  blood  and  look  the  part  and  known  as  substantial  and  respectable  citizens. 
They  too  are  descendants  of  the  Mayflower  Pilgrims,  Nelson  being  an  8th  generation. 

Reuben  Fitch  Parsons  of  the  8th  generation  and  his  wife,  Irena  Armfield,  both 
died  at  the  early  ages  of  29  and  28  respectively,  leaving  three  little  girls.  These 
children  were  sent  from  North  Carolina  to  their  aunt,  a  school  teacher  in  Indiana, 
for  her,  Amy  Eliza  Parsons  (8th  generation)  to  raise.  One  of  the  little  girls  was 
Louisa  Annabel  Parsons,  mother  of  Minnie  Florence  little.  One  was  Mary  Ellen  Par¬ 
sons  who  died  8/l8/l872,  aged  15  years,  5  months  and  6  days.  The  other  was  Martha 
F.  who  married  Addison  Hornaday.  They  removed  to  Robinson,  Illinois,  where  she 
died  at  the  age  of  22  years,  5  months  and  11  days,  July  23,  1877.  She  was  the 
mother  of  Pearl,  a  talented  young  lady  in  art,  music,  and  sewing.  She  liras  trimming 
hats  in  Ohiowhero  she  met  a  Dr.  Kreider  and  married  him,  afterwards  living  in  Lena, 
Illinois  where  she  taught  school.  After  the  death  of  her  mother  Martha,  she  was 
taken  by  her  great  aunt  Airy  and  later  by  her  aunt  Louise  Ann  Little  where  she  and 
Minnie  became  close  companions.  Pearl  and  Dr.  Kreider  had  one  child,  a  girl,  and 
are  buried  in  Maple  Hill  Cemetery  at  Plainfield,  Indiana. 

Amy  Eliza  Parsons,  who  took  her  three  little  nieces  to  raise  and  care  for, 
married  (1)  Alfred  Bishop  Fooc,  a  farmer  near  Plainfield,  Indiana  ,  and  (2)  Alfred 
Swain,  Rushville,  Indiana.  A  versatile  young  woman,  she  also  served  in  the  Cartcrs- 
burg  toll  gate  of  Minnie’s  grandfather  Samuel  Little  who  operated  II4  miles  of  the 
old  National  Road,  now  U.S.  UO.  Amy  like  all  the  children  of  James  Parsons,  was 
born  in  North  Carolina.  Why,  how,  or  when  Any  came  to  Indiana,  I  have  no  infor¬ 
mation.  She  died  in  1911  at  the  age  of  75.

James  Parsons  presumably  was  like  the  old  lady  that  lived  in  a  shoe,  had  so 
many  children  she  didn»t  know  what  to  do.  He  wrote  a  beautiful  hand,  carefully 
recording  the  names  of  his  children  in  a  large,  old  Bible  with  a  sheeps  skin  cover 
which  is  now  reposing  in  Minnie's  Library,  indicating  that  love  and  happiness  pre¬ 
vailed  for  his  two  wives  and  all  18  of  his  children.  It  is  regrettable  that  the 
entire  family  cannot  be  included  in  the  story  or  chain  of  Mayflower  descendants. 

He  died  2/18/1857  at  age  86.  No  other  information  about  him  is  available  except 
as  stated  on  page  3,  and  also  a  very  old  tintype  photo  of  himself  and  Mary  Barnard 
obtained  from  his  great  granddaughter  Mrs.  Leoti  Hughes,  granddaughter  of  Nelson, 

.  which  is  in  Minnie »s  library.  In  submitting  this  very  old  Bible,  to  the  Indiana 
State  Library,  copies  were  made  of  the  data  contained  therein  by  Miss  Carolynne  L. 
Wendel,  Head  of  the  Genealogy  Division,  who  also  filed  a  copy  of  "A  Romance  of  The 
Mayflower”  Parts  I  and  II,  photograph  of  Elvira,  daughter  of  Chief  Joseph,  wife  of 
Nelson  Yancy  Parsons,  and  photo  static  copy  of  the  Genealogical  Chart  compiled  be¬ 
tween  1880  and  1906  by  Frederick  Wood  of  Philadelphia.  She  was  unable  to  date  the 
PARSONS  BIBLE,  but  it  has  received  a  lot  of  punishment  on  its  journey  through  such 
a  large  family.  It  measures  9”  x  11”  x  2|”,  weighing  5  lbs.,  no  fly  leaves.  This 
Holy  Book  starts  with  page  16,  Chapter  XIV  of  Genesis  and  ends  with  page  716,  Chap¬ 
ter  VIII  of  Revelations,  some  inner  leaves  are  loose  and  misplaced.  The  first  birth 
recording  is  that  of  Ruth  Parsons,  born  the  9th  day  of  July  in  the  year  1795,  making 
the  book  at  least  166  years  old  as  of  the  date  of  this  treatise,  1961. 

People  who  can  qualify  by  tracing  their  ancestry  to  the  Mayflower,  and  other¬ 
wise  acceptable,  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Indiana  Society  or  the  National 
Society  of  The  Mayflower*  A  copy  of  the  organization  and  officers  of  The  Indiana 
Society  is  on  file  with  the  Indiana  State  Library,  Mrs.  Howard  Taylor,  78U5  West- 
field  Blvd.,  Indianapolis  being  the  recording  secretary  at  this  time,  1959-1960. 
Article  II  of  the  By-Laws  reads!  "The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  the  band  of  Pilgrims,  passengers  on  the  Mayflower,  who  landed  at  Plymouth 
Rock,  Massachusetts,  December  20,  1620;  to  preserve  their  records,  their  history, 
and  all  facts  relating  to  them,  their  ancestors,  and  their  posterity;  to  uphold 
and  defend  their  faith  by  teaching  love  of  God  and  Country.”  I  regret  to  note 
that  of  hundreds  and  perhaps  thousands  of  descendants,  in  this  County  and  State, 
the  roster  of  the  Indiana  Society  shows  only  96  members  enrolled,  whose  applications 
have  been  submitted  and  elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors,
